M anila V Philippine Islands, Aug. 34. 
-^The rumors of troubles between the 
natives and the Americans are for the 
most part unfounded. 
The fact is that 
the insurgents have been unwilling to 
disarm until assured of the permanence 
of American protection. 
The distrust felt as to the Spanish 
bank, which originated in rumors as to 
an excessive note issue to aid the Span­ 
ish authorities, led to a run on the in- 
stitutton, but 
the 
British 
banking 
houses came to its 
assistance 
and 
averted a failure. 
Business is now booming. 
The ob­ 
structions in the river Pasig, which 
flows through the town, have been re­ 
moved, and the water works have re­ 
sumed operations. 
Lo ndo n , Aug. 24 .— The Associated 
Press learned y esterday that the Philip­ 
pine J unta in Ijondon received a dis­ 
patch from Manila Sunday announcing 
that matters there are rapidly quieting 
down, and that the friction between 
Aguinaldo and the Americans is disap­ 
pearing. 
According to the J unta’s advices, the 
insurgents for a time regarded General 
Merritt and General Anderson as marti­ 
nets, and feared they would^adopt harsh 
methods, like the Spaniards, toward 
tLie Filipinos, but the insurgents from 
the first have had the greatest confi­ 
dence in Admiral Dewey , whom they 
regard as a sort of father aud the most 
important American at Manila. 
The junta i.s satisfied that all friction 
will soon (lisapp('ar and that there wûll 
be no trouble from the insurgents if 
(he Americans-decided to retain the 
Philippines. 
According to a worthy Philipino, 
now in Ijoiidou, the 
Philipmos 
in 
Europe are all well-to-do people. 
Hith­ 
erto they have held aloof from the in- 
iiurgeiits, but they now realize that 
their interests demand action and they 
are about to form a committee to open 
negotiations with the junta here. They 
are all m favor of having the archipela­ 
go retained by the United States. 
So 
strong is their conviction of the desira­ 
bility of this course that they had con­ 
templated approaching the British for­ 
eign office to invite Great Britain to in­ 
tervene, and iu any eveut to prevent 
the islands being returned to the con­ 
trol of Spain. 
They decided, however, 
to wait American action. 


OVER MILLION PENSIONERS. 


How the H eroes of Santiag o and F am i­ 


lies of Thoiie W’ho F ell W ill 
B e Pensioned. 


W as h ing t o n , Aug. 24.—In the forth­ 
coming annual report of the commis- 
siouer of pensions, Mr. H. Clay Evans, 
it will be shown that on J une 30, 18 9 7 , 
there were on the rolls of the pension 
bureau 9 7 6 ,014 pensioners. 
To 
this 
must be added 6 ,8 52 original claims 
grauted but not recorded and 76 3 re­ 
storations which were not entered at 
the time on the books. Commissioner 
Evans granted 6 3,6 48 original claims 
during the past y ear and restored 4,08 9 
pensioners to the benefits of pensions. 
The pensioners now aggregate 1,040,- 
356 . 
More pensions were granted last y ear 
than any time from 18 6 9 to 18 8 0. 
There is absolutely no means of even 
approximating what the claims will be 
under the recent war. 
The pension of­ 
fice has done nothing with the claims 
that have been filed up to this time. 
They do not aggregate 100, and for the 
most part are claims of widows and 
next of kin for the soldier boy s who fell 
before Santiago. 
The majority of claims will likely be 
for wounds and sickness. 
The additional legislation, it is said, 
will be required to deal with the cases 
arising from this war.

W as h ing t o n , Aug. 34.—Among those 
occupy ing high official position with 
the ( atholic church it is said the amal­ 
gamation of the Catholic committees of 
Cuba, Porto Rico and other Spanish 
colonies presents no serious difficulties. 
The first requisite, it is pointed out, is 
to terminate the concordat by which 
Siiaii and the Vatican jointly conduct 
the administration of these colonies. 
Under the concordat the Spanish gov- 
eruiueiit names the bishops to be ap­ 
pointed in the Spanish colonies, and 
these names, being sent to Rome, are 
formallv appointed b> the pontiff. 
The bishops will likely be left in their 
places, aud the change of sy stem will be 
inaugurated gradually as those now iu 
service drop off aud are succeeded. 
The 
new sy stem will probably be that under 
which bishops are chosen iu the United 
States, there being no state partmipa- 
tion, but merely a choice by the ibtab- 
lished Catholic authorities wherein a 
change occurs, this choice being re­ 
ferred to Rome for formal appointment.

34.—The war de­ 
partment is considering plans for feed­ 
ing the people of Cuba who may be 
found in a starving condition when the 
Spanish evacuate. 
Very little informa­ 
tion is y et at hand regarding the condi­ 
tion of the people, but from what was 
known of them before hostilities began 
and the fact that very little opportunity 
has been afforded them since to secure 
food, it is believed that thousands must 
be destitute. 
The poor people, known at the beg in­ 
ning of the war as reconcentrados, may 
have perished, but the pacíficos and 
others who were not a part of the Span­ 
ish army , are believed by officials here 
to be in a precarious condition. 
The 
details of the plan for furnishing food 
has not been matured, but the distri­ 
bution will be under the direction of 
army officers. 
It will not T a entrusted 
to local chiefs of municipalities. 
The 
war department officials intend that the 
food issued will go to those who are 
real needy and shall not be swallowed 
up by a few greedy ones. 
The quartermaster’s and commissary 
departments of the army are ready to 
furnish aud transport supplies as soon 
as orders are issued. Several transports 
will be held iu readiness, and the stores 
will be ready to be placed on board as 
soon as it is determined that they shall 
be sent.

M a n ila ; Philippine Islands, Aug. 24.

Business is now booming. The ob­ 
struction^ in the river Pasig, which 
Rows through the town, have been re­ 
moved, and the water works have re 
gamed operations. 
London, Aug. 24.—The Associated 
Press learned yesterday that the Philip­ 
pine junta iii London received a dis­ 
patch from TMA™!* Sunday announcing 
that matters there are rapidly quieting 
down, and that the friction between 
Aguinaldo and the Americans is disap­ 
pearing. 
According to the junta’s advices, the 
insurgents for a timo regarded General 
Merritt and General Anderson as m arti­ 
nets, and feared they wouid.adopt harsh 
methods, like the Spaniards, toward 
the Filipinos, but the insurgents from 
the first have had the greatest confi­ 
dence in Admiral Dewey, whom they 
regard as a sort of father and the most 
important American at Manila. 
The junta is satisfied that all friction 
will soon disappear and that there will 
be no trouble from the insurgents if 
the Americans - decided to retain the 
Philippines.

W ashington, Aug. 24.—In the forth­ 
coming annual report of the commis­ 
sioner of pensions, Mr. H. Clay Evans, 
it will be shown that on June 30, 1897, 
there were on the rolls of the pension 
bureau 976,014 pensioners. 
To 
this 
must be added 6,852 original claims 
granted bnt not recorded and 762 re­ 
storations which were not entered at 
the time on the books. Commissioner 
Evans granted 63,648 original claims 
during the past year and restored 4,089 
pensioners to the benefits of pensions. 
The pensioners now aggregate 1,040,- 
356. 
More pensions were granted last year 
than any time from 1869 to 1880. 
There is absolutely no means of even 
approximating w hat the claims will be 
tinder the recent war. The pension of­ 
fice has .done nothing w ith the claims 
that have been filed up to this time. 
They do not aggregate IOO, and for the 
most part are claims of widows and 
next of kin for the soldier boys who fell 
before Santiago. 
The majority of claims will likely be 
for wounds and sickness. 
The additional legislation, it is said, 
will be required to deal w ith the cases 
arising from this war.

The distrust felt as to the Spanish 
bauk, which originated in rumors as to 
an excessive note issue to aid the Span­ 
ish authorities, led to a run on the in­ 
stitution, but 
the 
British 
banking 
houses came to its 
assistance 
and 
averted a failure. 
Business is now booming. 
The ob­ 
struction? in the river Pasig, which 
flows through the town, have been re­ 
moved, and the water works have re­ 
sumed operations. 
Lo ndon, Aug. 24.—The Associated 
Press learned, yesterday that the Philip­ 
pine junta in London received a dis­ 
patch from Manila Sunday announcing 
that matters there are rapidly quieting 
down, and that the friction between 
Aguinaldo and the Americana is disap­ 
pearing. 
According to the junta’s advices, the 
insurgents for a time regarded General 
Merritt and General Anderson as marti­ 
nets, and feared they wouid.adopt harsh 
methods, like the Spaniards, toward 
the Filipinos, bat the insurgents from 
the first have had the greatest confi­ 
dence in Admiral Dewey, whom they 
regard as a sort of father and the most 
important American at Manila. 
The junta is satisfied that all friction 
will soon disappear and that there will 
be no trouble from the insurgents if 
the Americans - decided to retain the 
Philippines. 
According to a worthy Philipino, 
now in London, the Philipinos 
in 
Europe are all well-to-do people. 
Hith­ 
erto they have held aloof from the in­ 
surgents, but they uow realize that 
their interests demand action and they 
are about to form a committee to open 
negotiations with the junta here. They 
are all in favor of having the archipela­ 
go retained by the United States. 
So 
strong is their conviction of the desira­ 
bility of this course that they had con­ 
templated approaching the British for­ 
eign office to invite Great Britain to in­ 
tervene, and in any event to prevent 
the islands being returned to the con­ 
trol of Spain. 
They decided, however, 
to wait American action. 


OVER MILLION PENSIONERS. 


How the H eroes o f Santiago and F am i­ 


lies o f Those W ho F ell W ill 
Be Pensioned. 


W a s h in g to n , Aug. 24.—In the forth­ 
coming annual report of the commis­ 
sioner of pensions, Mr. H. Clay Evans, 
it will be shown that on June 30, 1897, 
there were on the rolls of the pension 
bureau 976,014 pensioners. 
To 
this 
must be added 6,852 original claims 
granted but not recorded and 762 re­ 
storations which were not entered at 
the time on the books. 
Commissioner 
Evans granted 63,648 original claims 
during the past year and restored 4,089 
pensioners to the benefits of pensions. 
The pensioners now aggregate 1,040,- 
356. 
More pensions were granted last year 
than any time from 1869 to 1880. 
There is absolutely no means of even 
approximating what the claims will be 
under the recent war. 
The pension of­ 
fice has done nothing with the claims 
that have been filed up to this time. 
They do not aggregate IOO, and for the 
most part are claims of widows and 
next of kin for the soldier boys who fell 
before Santiago. 
The majority of claims will likely be 
for wounds and sickness. 
The additional legislation, it is said, 
will be required to deal with the cases 
arising from this war.

W a sh in g to n, Aug. 24.—Among those 
occupying high official position with 
the C atholic church it is said the amal­ 
gamation of the Catholic committees of 
Cuba, Porto Rico and other Spanish 
colonies presents no serious difficulties. 
The first requisite, it is pointed out, is 
to terminate the concordat by which 
Spain and the vatican jointly conduct 
the administration of these colonies. 
Under the concordat the Spanish gov­ 
ernment names the bishops to be ap­ 
pointed in the Spanish colonies, aud 
these names, being sent to Rome, are 
formally appointed by the pontiff. 
The bishops will likely be left in their 
places, and the change of system will be 
inaugurated gradually as those now in 
service drop off and are succeeded.

new system will probably be that under 
which bishops are chosen in the United 
States, there being no state participa­ 
tion, but merely a choice by the TOtab- 
lished Catholic authorities wherein a 
change occurs, this choice being re­ 
ferred to Rome for formal appointment.

ry Wade Rogers, 
president of 
the 
Northwestern university of Chicago, as 
chairman of the committee of arrange­ 
ments In bis opening address he said: 
“ Thequestions which you are to con­ 
sider are of grave pnblio im port Never 
bnt once since the republic entered upon 
its career under the constitntion have 
the American people been confronted 
with questions of greater moment 
It 
seemed to a large number of our fellow 
citizens in different parts of the coun­ 
try that some good wonld result if in 
this particular crisis of our history a 
national conference could be convened 
for an interchange of views as td the 
future foreign policy of the government 
A call was accordingly issued, signed 
by persons in almost every state in the 
Union, for a conference to assemble at 
Haratoga, to be composed of men from 
all parts of the country, without regard 
to party lines and without reference to 
preconceived opinions for or against a 
particular policy. 
The gentlemen who 
signed that call did so in the hope that 
the resulting discnssions wonld help in 
some measures to a better understand­ 
ing on the momentous questions that 
are now at issue. Thank God, we are at 
peace once more. W© have had magnifi­ 
cent victories, brilliantly won by men 
of splendid courage and remarkable 
skill. We have trinmphed over our ene­ 
mies, as was expected. It remains to be 
seen whether we can triumph over our­ 
selves, for peace has its victories as well 
as war. 
Let ns not in the fiash of sud­ 
den victory hastily conclude that we 
have outgrown all of onr cherished doc­ 
trines of the past and that we have a 
new mission in the world. “ 
The question of the fntnre foreign 
policy of the United States was taken 
np in the afternoon. 
The Hon. Carl 
Scbnrz was introduced and read a paper 
in opposition to the angmentation of 
U n it^ States territory by the annexa­ 
tion of the islands wrested from Spain 
by American arms. His argument sum­ 
marized was that it would be breaking 
the American promise that the war was 
to be one of humanity, not conquest; 
that the peoples sought to be annexed 
were unfit tq become a governing factor 
in the republic; that all commercial 
advantages can be secured by treaty 
without annexation; that annexation 
wonld be only the beginning of a dan­ 
gerous ambition, fatal to the integrity 
and parity of American institutions. 
The reply to Mr. Schurz’s address was 
made by Judge P. S. Grosscup of Chi­ 
cago, who spoke at great length. Judge 
Grosscup said in p art: . 
am among those, Mr. President, 
who believe that the people of the 
United States can, without breach of 
faith to the promises of our past or 
serious danger to the expectations of our 
future, hold permanently all or a por­ 
tion of the territory that has l>een oc­ 
cupied by our troops dunng the prog­ 
ress of the war.

I favored the acquisition of Ha­ 
waii, and I favor the acqnisition of the 
Philippines, or so mnch of them as may

need clear across the Pacific a line of 
naval stations and home ports, stations 
in every sense our own, carrying nnder 
the soil the American title and over it 
the American flag. 
I favor the reten­ 
tion of the Philippines, or at least a 
part of them, that they may stand as a 
tangible continuing demonstration of 
the physical presence of the republic in 
Asiatic waters. The value of these con­ 
quests is not in their territory, nor 
their resources, separately considered, 
but in the fact that as an entirety they 
constitute a chain precisely adapted to 
the expanded sphere in which we are 
to enter. 
I care little for the links in­ 
dividually, but everything for the chain 
that w ill henceforth hold us to onr op­ 
portunities in the fat* east. 
The new 
dominion that from that quarter of the 
globe beckons us, though apparently 
oommercial only, is infinitely greater 
than complete dominion over all the is­ 
lands of the sea. Indeed in any adequate 
view of our future these islands are but 
stepping stones upon which American 
commercial and moral energy may for 
all time safely cross to the harvests of 
the orient ” 
After taking notio© of two objections 
urged by opponents of annexation Jndge 
Grosscup continued: 
“ I come now to what is in my judg­ 
ment the most interesting and impor­ 
tant object of our fntnre foreign policy.

policy of the United States was taken 
up in the afternoon. The Hon. Carl 
Schurz was introduced and read a paper 
in opposition to the augmentation of 
United States territory by the annexa­ 
tion of the islands wrested from Spain 
by American arms. His argument sum­ 
marized was that it would be breaking 
the American promise that the war was 
to be one of humanity, not'conquest; 
that the peoples sought to be annexed 
were unfit tQ become a governing factor 
in the republic; that all commercial 
advantages can be secured by treaty 
without annexation; that annexation 
would be only the beginning of a dan­ 
gerous ambition, fatal to the integrity 
and purity of American institutions. 
The reply to Mr. Schurz’s address was 
made by Judge P. S. Grosscup of Chi 
cago, who spoke at great length. Judge 
Grosscup said in p art: . 
** am among those, Mr. President, 
who believe that the people of the 
United States can, w ithout breach of 
faith to the promises of our past or 
serious danger to the expectations of our 
future, hold permanently all or a per 
tion of the territory that has been 00 
copied by our troops during the prog 
ress of the war. I am ready to go a step 
further and assert that the obligations 
of our duty toward mankind, and espe­ 
cially toward the particular peoples 
who have been drawn w ithin the sphere 
of our operations and toward the future 
usefulness of ourselves, demand that 
we should hold permanently so much 
of these, the captures of the war, as are 
needed to, round out the moral purposes 
for which it was inaugurated and the 
greater destiny upon which as a na­ 
tion we are about to enter. I challenge 
at the outset the statement so liberally 
indulged in by our opponents that in 
taking this stand the American people 
are moved by emotionalism or are de­ 
ceived by generalities.

They never subside without 
clearing the atmosphere of much of its 
sultriness. The one through which we 
are just passing seems to have envelop­ 
ed the people of America in a new at­ 
mosphere.

I fa­ 
vor the acquisition of Porto Rico partly 
because the moral purpose of this war 
demands that it should no longer be a 
political plague spot in the otherwise 
purified Caribbean sea, but chiefly be­ 
cause it is at the gateway to the Carib­ 
bean—a sea that when the commerce of 
Asia is fully developed and the Nica­ 
ragua canal opened w ill from both a na­ 
val and commercial view become the 
most important water on the face of the 
globe.

The value of these con­ 
quests is not in their territory, nor 
their resources, separately considered, 
but in the fact that as an entirety they 
constitute a chain precisely adapted to 
the expanded sphere in which we are 
to enter.

Indeed in any adequate 
view of onr future these islands are but 
stepping stones upon which American 
commercial and moral energy may for 
all time safely cross to the harvests of

WAYS OF THE BLUE CRAB. 


G. A. R. DAYLIGHT SPECIAL 


Some of Its Peculiarities as Observed at 
York’s Aquarium. 
While th*' blue crab is not commonly 
thought of as a swimmer and does in 
fact spend the greater part of its time 
on the bottom, yet it can very easily ! 
sustain itself in the water and"swim at 
a very fair rate of speed. It swims end­ 
wise, and when swimming it carries 
one big claw thrown forward and bent 
back at the middle joint, making a 
point projecting at that end of the 
body, while the other big claw trails 
straight out astern, If it changes direc­ 
tion, it crooks the claw it had been car­ 
rying straight and lets the other go 
free. If it sustains itself in the water 
without progressing, it carries its big 
claws in front of itself as it would nat­ 
urally do under ordinary circumstances 
on the bottom, but it has to keep its 
little claws in motion to sustain itself, 
and in swimming the little claws are 
kept actively at work. Besides making 
a good degree of progress through the 
water in swimming the bine crab can 
change its course or swim to a higher 
or lower level with facility. When 
frightened, the blue crab moves off side­ 
ways, but when moving about at home 
and undisturbed it may move straight 
forward. Its body may be inclined at 
any angle to the line of progress, but 
its motion still be forward, the big 
claws carried crooked around in front. 
It may be seen moving thus in one of 
the larger tanks at the aquarium, in 
which there are bine crabs, lobsters and 
other things. The temperature of the 
water now just snits the crustaceans, 
and they are very lively. Blue crabs 
may be seen swimming bere, and also 
walking about, stepping down from 
stones that are as high as they them­ 
selves are wide with perfect dignity, if 
not grace of manner, and walking or 
carrying their claws before them.— 
New York Sun.

C areer of th e Officer W ho Raised O ar 
Flag: fiver M anila. 
A great deal.of pleasure is manifested 
in Atlanta over the performance of Lieu­ 
tenant Thomas M. Brumby, the flag 
lieutenant of Admiral Dewey’s ship 
and the officer to whom belongs the 
proud distinction of raising the stars 
and stripes over Manila. 
Brumby is a 
native of Georgia aud spent many years 
of his life iii Atlanta, where he obtain­ 
ed an elementary education and man­ 
aged to make himself popular with 
about every person with whom he came 
in contact. He was born in 1855, and is 
now 42 years of age. He comes of fight­ 
ing stock, his father, Major Arnoldns 
V. Brumby, having graduated in the 
same class at West Point with William 
T. Sherman, whom at that time he 
ranked. 
Later on be became president 
of the Georgia Military academy at 
Marietta, where the Brumby of Manila 
fame first saw the light The family 
subsequently moved to Athens and in 
1868 made Atlanta their homa Lieu­ 
tenant Brumby was sent to John Isham’s 
school there, where many of the most 
prominent Atlantians were educated. 
For two years Brumby was a student at 
the state university in Athens, where 
he laid the foundation of the education 
which helped to secure his appointment 
to Annapolis in 1876.

Last evening Mr. Peach called the at­ 
tention of Mayor Bough to the curfew 
ordinance, and they had a few minutes 
earnest conversation in the private office 
of the mayor. 
Finally the talk became 
more general, a number of councilmen 
being present. 
“That ordinance has been in force two 
years now, and there has not been an 
arrest,” said Mr. Stewart. 
“Enforce it 
as it is now and if it does some good 
then we can make it an hour earlier.” 
Mayor Bough replied that he thought 
the hour at present was too late, but Mr. 
Stewart said : “ I know it is, but it is 
violated every day just the same and 
yon dare not pay any attention to it.” 
Mr. Challis said he thought it would 
be a hardship to shut the children in at 
9 o’clock on a summer evening, and Mr. 
Stewart remarked that he thought the 
law belonged to home, and he knew the 
present ordinance was not enforced. 
Mayor Bough replied there was no use 
trying to enforce the ordinance, as the 
hoar was late enough for the children. 
Mr. Stewart again replied: “ There 
would be some sense in taking them off 
the streets at a later hour, bot earlier, 
none. Yon dare not enforce the ordi­ 
nance now, and if it cannot be enforced 
at IO o’clock it cannot be enforced at 9 
o’olock. 
We would be asked to make it 
8, and so on until perhaps it woald be 2 
o’clock in the afternoon.” 
Mayor Bongh again remarked that 
10 o’clock was a very late hoar, and 
Stewart replied : 
“ I know it is,, bat 
yon have the ordinance now and chil­ 
dren are on the streets, but they are 
never arrested, and yon are afraid to do 
it.” 
Mayor Bongh remarked that the pres­ 
ent ordinance was not reasonable, and 
the hours shonld be 8 in winter and 9 in 
summer. 
Mr. Stewart said there were so many 
loopholes to get around the ordinance 
that it was no good and was only drawn 
up to make the people believe a member 
of council was good. 
Mayor Bongh said it would be better 
to have such an ordinance as that one 
off the books, and Mr. Stewart closed 
the discussion by saying: “ Yon don’t 
mean that and you know you don’t.” 
There is but little doubt that council 
will not make the hoar earlier until 
the present ordinance is enforced.

Previous to the setting up of a clock at 
Hampton court, England, in i540, no 
English clock w ent accurately. 
The earliest complete clock of which an 
accurate record exists was made in the 
thirteenth oontury by a Saracen mechanic. 
Tho first stroke of the hour in a striking 
clock is supposed to take place at exactly 
tho sixtieth second of the sixtieth m inute. 
Tho W estm inster clock has been so re­ 
m arkably uniform th at for years the error 
has only reached three seconds on 3 per 
oent of the days of the year.

an d the method s by which her govern ­ 
men t has pursued i t 
A represen tative 
of the Lon d on Daily News called upon 
Dr. Markoff in ord er to learn how Rus­ 
sian s regard this d en un ciation of their 
coun try. 
“ How, then , d oes Russian opin ion 
regard Mr. Cham berlain ’s 
latest pro­ 
gramme of foreign policy?’’ “ In Russia 
Mr. C ham berlain ’s speeches are gen er­ 
ally regard ed as a bid for an allian ce 
w ith (ierm an y. 
How such an allian ce 
would ben efit En glan d we fail to see. 
German y is En glan d ’s greatest commer­ 
cial competitor, an d she has colon ial 
ambition s which m ust in evitably clash 
w ith yours.” 
“ Then , from the Russian poin t of 
view an An glo-German allian ce would 
he regard ed as stren gthen in g the G er­ 
man partn er w ithout helpin g his En g­ 
lish ally?” “ Certain ly. 
That G er­ 
man y should welcome such an allian ce 
is n ot surprisin g. 
The triple allian ce 
is n ow in a very rusty con d ition an d 
will hard ly stan d an y 
con sid erable 
shock. Germ an y alon e exists as a great 
power by her ability to excite quarrels 
between En glan d an d Russia. 
If on ce 
Rn ssia an d En glan d were to come to an 
un d erstan d in g, Germ an y would sin k 
in to com parative in sign ifican ce as a 
European power. 
“ Two in stan ces from recen t even ts 
supply ad m irable examples of G er­ 
m an y’s power an d weakn ess. After the 
German s seized Kiao Chou, in ord er to 
tran sfer European atten tion from th at 
violation of the status quo, they set to 
work to excite En glish an d Russian 
jealousies. By a b in t to Rn ssia th at un ­ 
less she occupied Port A rthur En glan d 
would d o so they succeed ed in forcin g 
Russia’s han d . 
The stratagem succeed ­ 
ed ad m irably. U h feelin g was roused 
both in En glan d an d Russia, while G er­ 
man y posed as the frien d of both n a­ 
tion s. 
By actin g the same part the 
kaiser was for a lon g tim e able to block 
all effective action in the n ear east. 
But as soon as Russia an d En glan d 
came to an agreemen t on the question 
of the govern men t of Crete German y 
had to capitulate. 
“ There is a growin g feelin g of irrita­ 
tion in Russia again st German y. There 
are n umerous d an ger poin ts in the re­ 
lation s of the two coun tries. 
They 
ran ge across two con tin en ts. 
We were 
n ot plcase« i at G erm an y’s action in 
jtrecipitatin geven ts in Chin a. 
German 
policy has persisten tly but in d irectly 
opp<is(Mi Russian aims in Turkey. 
The 
recen t revolt in Russian Cen tral Asia 
is attributed if n ot to the d irect at least 
to tlie in d irect in fluen ce of German y at 
Con stan tin ople. 
Nor d o we look w ith 
favor upon the kaiser’s visit to the Holy 
Lan d . 
Russia is very sen sitive about 
the holy places. We also d o n ot approve 
of German activity in A.sia M in or gen ­ 
erally, an d the proposed German rail­ 
way from Jaffa to the Persian gulf in 
particular. 
Russia regard s Asia Min or 
as w ithin her sphere of in fluen ce. Then 
again in Austria German in fluen ces 
have been d ecid ed ly an ti-Slavic. These 
question s w ill make it in creasin gly 
d ifficult for German y to pose as Rus­ 
sia’s frien d w hile at the same tim e 
workin g for her own en d s. No d oubt an 
allian ce or un d erstan d in g w ith En g­ 
lan d would suit German y ad mirably, 
but except as a provocation to Russia it 
is d ifficult to see how it would serve 
En glish in terests.” 
“ In w hat light is the growin g gpod 
will between En glan d an d America re­ 
gard ed in Russia?” 
“ Russia an d the 
Un ited States have always been on 
frien d ly terms. 
An un d erstan d in g be 
tweeii En glan d an d the UuittMi States 
m ight con ceivably brin g about a better 
feelin g between En glan d an d Russia. 
Stran ger thin gs have happen ed . 
R us­ 
sian d isapproval of America’s action in 
the presen t war has been greatly exag­ 
gerated . TheN ovosti d oes n ot speak for 
the Russian govern men t, which is in 
reality frien d ly to America. If Span ish 
statesmen are comfortin g themselves 
w ith the hope th at Russia w ill in ter­ 
fere to save them, they w ill be rud ely 
awaken ed . 
The Russian govern men t 
has n o in ten tion whatever of in terfer­ 
in g in the Span ish-American war. W ith 
regard to the Philippin es, Rn ssia would 
look w ith equan im ity upon their ac­ 
quisition by the Un ited States. 
Pro­ 
vid ed they are n o lon ger to remain 
Span ish, there is n o n ation we would 
rather see take them than the Un ited 
S tu tm . That would at an y rate remove 
the d an ger of the Philippin es fallin g 
in to the han d s of Japan , Cxerman y or 
En glan d . 
If German y protests again st 
the action of the Un ited States in the 
fur east, she w ill n ot be supported by 
Russia. ”

Recent events have not tended to im­ 
p ro v e the relations which exist between 
England and Russia. There bas been 
much hostile criticism, both written 
and spoken, of Russia’s foreign policy 
and the methods by which her govern­ 
ment has pursued it. A representative 
of the London Daily News called upon 
Dr. Markoff in order to learn how Rus­ 
sians regard this denunciation of their 
country. 
“ How, then, does Russian opinion 
regard Mr. Chamberlain’s latest pro­ 
gramme of foreign policy?’’ “ In Russia 
Mr. Chamberlain’s speeches are gener­ 
ally regarded as a bid for an alliance 
with Germany. How such an alliance 
wonld benefit England we fail to see. 
Germany is England’s greatest commer­ 
cial competitor, and she has colonial 
ambitions which most inevitably clash 
with yours.” 
“ Then, from the Russian point of 
view an Anglo-German alliance would 
be regarded as strengthening the Ger­ 
man partner without helping his Eng­ 
lish ally?” “ Certainly. 
That Ger­ 
many should welcome such an alliance 
is not surprising. The triple alliance 
is now in a very rusty condition aud 
will hardly stand any considerable 
shock. Germany alone exists as a great 
power by her ability to excite quarrels 
atween England and Russia. If once 
Russia and England were to come to an 
understanding, Germany would sink 
into comparative insignificance as a 
European power. 
“ Two instances from recent events 
supply admirable examples of Ger­ 
many’s power and weakness. After the 
Germans seized Kiao Chou, in order to 
transfer European attention from that 
violation of the status quo, they set to 
work to excite English and Russian 
jealousies. By a bint to Russia that un­ 
less she occupied Port Arthur England 
wonld do so they succeeded in forcing 
Russia’s hand. The stratagem succeed­ 
ed admirably. Ill* feeling was roused 
both in England and Russia, while Ger­ 
many posed as the friend of both na 
tions. By acting the same part the 
kaiser was for a long time able to block 
all effective action in the near east. 
But as soon as Russia and England 
came to an agreement on the question 
of the govermneut of Crete Germany 
had to capitulate. 
“ There is a growing feeling of irrita­ 
tion in Russia against Germany. There 
are numerous danger points in the re­ 
lations of the two countries. 
They 
range across two continents. 
We were 
not pleased at Germany’s action in 
precipitating events in China. German 
policy bas persistently but indirectly 
opposed Russian aims in Turkey. The 
recent revolt in Russian Central Asia 
is attributed if not to the direct at least 
to the indirect influence of Germany at 
Constantinople. Nor do we look with 
favor upon the kaiser’s visit to the Holy 
Land. Russia is very sensitive about 
the holy places. We also do not approve 
of German activity in Asia Minor gen­ 
erally, aud the proposed German rail­ 
way from Jaffa to the Persian gulf in 
particular. Russia regards Asia Minor 
as within her sphere of influence. Then 
again in Austria German influences 
have been decidedly anti-Slavic. These 
questions will make it increasingly 
difficult for Germany to pose as Rus­ 
sia’s friend while at the same time 
w o rk in g for her own ends. No doubt an 
alliance or understanding with Eng 
laud would suit Germany admirably, 
but except as a provocation to Russia it 
is difficult to see how it would serve 
English interests.” 
“ In what light is the growing gpod 
will between England and America re 
garded in Russia?” “ Russia and the 
United States have always been on 
friendly terms. An understanding be 
tween England and the United States 
might conceivably bring about a better 
feeling between England and Russia. 
Stranger things have happened. Rus­ 
sian disapproval of America’s action in 
the present war has been greatly exag­ 
gerated. TheNovosti does not speak for 
the Russian government, which is in 
reality friendly to America. If Spanish 
statesmen are comforting themselves 
with the hope that Russia will inter­ 
fere to save them, they will be rudely 
awakened. 
The Russian government 
has no intention whatever of interfer­ 
ing in the Spanish-American war. With 
regard to the Philippines, Russia would 
look with equanimity upon their ac­ 
quisition by the United States. Pro­ 
vided they are no longer to remain 
Spanish, there is no nation we would 
rather see take them than the United 
States. That would at any rate remove 
the danger of the Philippines falling 
into the hands of Japan, Germany or 
England. If Germany protests against 
the action of the United States iu the 
far east, she will not be supported by 
Russia.”

W a s h in g t o n , Aug. 2 4 .— The disposal 
of the l a r g e fleet of auxiliary cruisers 
naval craft, about IOO in all, including 
a number of large ocean-going mer­ 
chantmen, which have been improvised 
Iato cruisers, colliers, etc,, will be taken 
up at the navy department today by a 
special board of naval officers, being 
Captain Clark of the battleship Oregon, 
who may not be present as he is on 
leave. Captain Higginson of the battle­ 
ship Massachusetts, Captain Chadwick 
of the cruiser New York, Civil Engi­ 
neer Anaraue, who inspected the ships 
at Santiago, and Naval Constructor 
Tawresey. 
The fleet includes 38 cruisers and 
large yachts. This fleet cost many mil­ 
lions of dollars. 
The board will determine what ves­ 
sels should be retained, as many of those 
on hand are serviceable as colliers, sup­ 
ply, ambulance or distilling ships.

Mr. C lm nib«rl»in’ii Speeches R egarded a* 
a Rid For an A lliance W ith Germany. 
Ruftnia** Irritation Agatoid G erm any 
No 
Kasnian Interference In the Philippine*. 


Recent events have not tended to im ­ 
prove the relations which exist between 
England and Russia. 
There has been 
much hostile criticism , both w ritten 
and spoken, of R ussia’s foreign policy 
and the methods by which her govern­ 
ment has pursued it. 
A representative 
of the London Daily News called upon 
Dr. Markoff in order to learn how Rus­ 
sians regard this denunciation of their 
country. 
“ How, then, does Russian opinion 
regard Mr. C ham berlain’s 
latest pro­ 
gram m e of foreign policy?” “ In Russia 
Mr. C ham berlain’s speeches are gener­ 
ally regarded as a bid for an alliance 
w ith Germany. 
How such an alliance 
would benefit England we fail to see. 
Germany is England’s greatest commer­ 
cial competitor, and she has colonial 
am bitions which m ust inevitably clash 
w ith yours.” 
“ Then, from the Russian point of 
view an Anglo-German alliance would 
be regarded as strengthening the Ger­ 
man partner w ithout helping his Eng­ 
lish ally?” “ Certainly. 
That Ger­ 
m any should welcome such an alliance 
is not surprising. 
The triple alliance 
is now in a very rusty condition aud 
w ill hardly stand any 
considerable 
shock. G erm any alone exists as a great 
power by her ability to excite quarrels 
between England and Russia. 
If once 
Russia and England were to come to an 
understanding, Germ any would sink 
into com parative insignificance as a 
European power. 
“ Two instances from recent events 
supply adm irable examples of Ger­ 
m any’s power and weakness. After the 
Germans seized Kiao Chon, in order to 
transfer European attention from that 
violation of the status quo, they set to 
work to excite English and Russian 
jealousies. By a bint to Russia th at un­ 
less she occupied Port A rthur England 
would do so they succeeded in forcing 
Russia’s band. 
The stratagem succeed­ 
ed adm irably. 
IIL feeling was roused 
both in England and Russia, while Ger­ 
many posed as the friend of both na­ 
tions. 
By acting the same part the 
kaiser was for a long tim e able to block 
all effective action in the near east. 
But as soon as Russia and England 
came to an agreement on the question 
of tho government of Crete Germany 
had to capitulate. 
“ There is a growing feeling of irrita­ 
tion in Russia against Germany. There 
are numerous danger points in the re­ 
lations of the two countries. 
They 
range across two continents. 
We were 
not pleased at G erm any’s action in 
precipitating events in China. 
German 
policy bas persistently but indirectly 
opposed Russian aims in Turkey. 
The 
recent revolt in Russian Central Asia 
is attributed if not to the direct at least 
to the indirect influence of Germany at 
Constantinople. 
Nor do we look w ith 
favor upon the kaiser’s visit to tho Holy 
Land. 
Russia is very sensitive about 
the holy places. We also do not approve 
of German activity in A sia M iuor gen­ 
erally, and the proposed German rail­ 
way from Jaffa to the Persian gulf in 
particular. 
Russia regards Asia Minor 
as w ithin her sphere of influence. Then 
again in A ustria German influences 
have been decidedly anti-Slavic. These 
questions w ill make it increasingly 
difficult for Germ any to pose as Rus­ 
sia’s friend w hile at the same tim e 
working for her own ends. No doubt an 
alliance or understanding w ith Eng­ 
land would suit Germany admirably, 
bat except as a provocation to Russia it 
is difficult to see how it would serve 
English interests.” 
“ In w hat light is the growing gpod 
w ill between England and America re­ 
garded in Russia?” 
“ Russia and the 
United States have always been on 
friendly terms. 
An understanding be 
tween England and the United States 
m ight conceivably bring about a better 
feeling between England and Russia. 
Stranger things have happened. 
Rus­ 
sian disapproval of America’s action in 
the present w ar has been greatly exag­ 
gerated. TheN ovosti does not speak for 
the Russian government, which is in 
reality friendly to America. If Spanish 
statesmen are comforting themselves 
w ith the hope that Russia w ill inter­ 
fere to save them, they w ill be rudely 
awakened. 
The Russian government 
has no intention whatever of interfer­ 
ing in the Spanish-American war. W ith 
regard to the Philippines, Russia would 
look w ith equanim ity upon their ac­ 
quisition by the United States. 
Pro­ 
vided they are no longer to remain 
Spanish, there is no nation we would 
rather see take them than the United 
States. 
That would at any rate remove 
the danger of the Philippines falling 
into the hands of Japan, Germany or 
England. 
If Germany protests against j 
the action of the United States in the I 
far east, she w ill not be supported by I 
Russia. ”

New' York, Aug. 24.— Brigadier G en­ 
eral Joaquin Castillo, who accompanied 
General Shafter to Cuba as a represent­ 
ative of the Cuban army and the Cuban 
civil governm ent, lias just returned to 
this city. 
He was at the Cuban junta 
here yesterday, and when asked as to 
the friction existing between Americans 
aud Cubans at .Santiago he said that the 
matter had been greatly exaggerated 
aud that, so far as the Cubans are con­ 
cerned, they have the utm ost faith in 
the American government and are con­ 
fident that the pi dg- s made in their be­ 
half will be carried out. 
“ W hile deeply grateful, 
he said, 
“ for w hat Americans have done for us, 
we 
are 
desirous of disproving the 
charges th at have been brought against 
us as a people. 
Personally I m ust say 
that General Shafter has alw ays treated 
me w ith the greatest courtesy.^ His 
misunderstanding with ^General Garcia 
was occasioned by the fact th a t speci­ 
fied promises had been made to the lat­ 
ter wnich General Shafter either would 
not or could not carry out. 
“ Before tho American forces landed 
General Shafter aud Adm iral Sampson 
met General Garcia at Aserraderos for 
a conference, at wnich I w as present. 
General Shafter there, of his own ac­ 
cord, promised Garcia th at on the sur­ 
render of the city it would be turned 
over to him.

Business is now booming. 
The ob­ 
structions in the river Pasig, which 
flows through the town, have been re­ 
moved, and the water works have re­ 
sumed operations. 
L o n d o n , Aug. 
2 4 .— The Associated 
Press learned yesterday that the Philip­ 
pine junta in Ixmdon received a dis­ 
patch from Manila Sunday announcing 
that matters there are rapidly quieting 
down, and that the friction between 
Aguinaldo and the Americans is disap­ 
pearing. 
According to the junta’s advices, the 
insurgents for a time regarded General 
Merritt and General Anderson as marti­ 
nets, aud feared they wouid.adopt harsh 
methods, like the Spaniards, toward 
the Filipinos, but the insurgents from 
the first have had the greatest confi­ 
dence in Admiral Dewey, whom they 
regard us a sort of father aud the most 
important American at Manila. 
The junta is satisfied that all friction 
will soon disappear and that there will 
be no trouble from the insurgents if 
(he Americans-decided to retain the 
Philippines. 
According to a worthy Philipino, 
now iii London, the Philipiuos 
in 
Europe are all well-to-do people. 
Hith­ 
erto they have held aloof from the in­ 
surgents, but they now realize that 
their interests demand action aud they 
are about to form a committee to open 
negotiations with the junta here. They 
are all in favor of having the archipela­ 
go retained by the United States. 
So 
strong is their conviction of the desira­ 
bility of this course that they had con­ 
templated approaching the British for­ 
eign office to invite Great Britain to in­ 
tervene, and in any event to prevent 
the islands being returned to the con­ 
trol of Spain. 
They decided, however, 
to wait American action.

must be added 6,852 original claims 
granted but not recorded aud 762 re­ 
storations which were not entered at 
the time on the books. Commissioner 
Evans granted 68,648 original claims 
during the past year and restored 4,089 
pensioners to the benefits of pensions. 
The pensioner* now aggregate 1.040,- 
856. 
More pensions were granted last year 
than any time from 1869 to 1880. 
There is absolutely no means of eveu 
approximating what the claims will be 
nuder the recent war. 
The pension of - 
hoe has doue nothing with the claims 
that have been filed up to this time. 
They do not aggregate IOO, and for the 
most part are claims of widows aud 
next of kin for the soldier boys who fell 
before Santiago. 
The majority of claims will likely be 
for wounds and sickness. 
The additional legislation, it is said, 
will be required to deal with the cases 
arising from this war.

Challis last evening went over the prop­ 
erty to be condemned along Tanyard 
nm for sewer purposes, bot made the 
property owners no offer. 
They were accompanied by Engineer 
George, Solicitor McGarry, Attorney 
Vodrey, representing the Golding Sons 
company, Attorney Clark, representing 
Thomas Starkey, a representative of the 
Bnrford pottery and M. E. Golding. 
The 
party 
started 
at 
West 
Market 
street, 
and 
proceeded 
to 
view 
the 
land 
of 
Thomas 
Starkey. 
They were given no price on 
the land, and after carefully looking at 
it passed on to a strip owned by Chal 
Peterson. 
Nothing was done, however, 
and the party waded through the weeds 
along the land owned by W. J. Carry 
until the tract west of the Golding Sons 
company was reached. 
Here they met with a deeded ob­ 
struction in regard to the proposed 
ooarse, as it will cat the land of the 
company in two and make it practically 
yalnless. 
Mr. Golding asked that the sewer fol­ 
low the coarse of the ran and that the 
present coarse of the ran he maintained. 
He also asked that the culvert he moved 
west about IOO feet, and offered to do­ 
nate the west 20 feet of his land for 
•ewer pnrposes, provided the same was 
done. 
He also stated that he woald 
give the railroad company $1,000 to­ 
ward the work of moving the Calvert.

Our D uty to M ankind, Hr Says, Dem ands 
That W e H old So M uch o f th e C aptures 
o f W ar as Are N eeded to Round Out 
th e M oral Purposes For W hich It W as 
B egun and th e G reater D estiny Upon 
W hich, as a N ation, W e A re A bout to 
E nter—The 
P hilippines, H e D eclares, 
Are but Stepping Stones to P ast Trade 
T hat Is Soon to Open Up In th e Orient. 


Many men of wide reputation gather­ 
ed in the Theater Saratoga the other 
morning to participate in the opening 
of the national conference called to dis­ 
cuss the future foreign policy of the 
United States and kindred topics grow­ 
ing out of the war w ith Spain. 
The 
conference was called to order by Hen 
ry Wade Rogers, 
president of 
the 
Northwestern university of Chicago, as 
chairman of the committee of arrange­ 
ments. In his opening address he said: 
“ T hequestions which yon are to con­ 
sider are of grave public import. Never 
but once since the republic entered upon 
its career under the constitution have 
the American people been confronted 
with questions of greater moment. 
It 
seemed to a large number of our fellow 
citizens in different parts of the coun­ 
try that some good would result if in 
this particular crisis of our history a 
national conference could he convened 
for an interchange of views as td the 
future foreign pol icy of the government. 
A call was accordingly issued, signed 
by persons in almost every state in the 
Union, for a conference to assemble at 
Saratoga, to be composed of men from 
all parts of the country, without regard 
to party lines and without reference to 
preconceived opinions for or against a 
particular policy. 
The gentlemen who 
signed that call did so in the hope that 
the resulting discussions would help in 
some measures to a better understand­ 
ing on the momentous questions that 
are now at issue. Thank God, we are at 
peace once more. We have had magnifi­ 
cent victories, brilliantly won by men 
of splendid courage and remarkable 
skill. We have triumphed over our ene­ 
mies, as was expected. It remains to be 
seen whether we can triumph over our­ 
selves, for peace has its victories as well 
as war. Let us not in the flash of sud­ 
den victory hastily conclude that we 
have outgrown all of our cherished doc­ 
trines of the past and that we have a 
new mission in the world. “ 
The question of the future foreign 
policy of the United States was taken 
up iii the afternoon. 
The Hon. Carl 
Schurz was introduced and read a paper 
in opposition to the augmentation of 
United States territory by the annexa­ 
tion of the islands wrested from Spain 
by American arms. His argument sum­ 
marized was that it would be breaking 
the American promise that the war was 
to be one of humanity, not conquest; 
that the peoples sought to be annexed 
were unfit ty become a governing factor 
in the republic; that all commercial 
advantages can be secured by treaty 
without annexation; that annexation 
would be only the beginning of a dan­ 
gerous ambition, fatal to the integrity 
aud purity of American institutions. 
The reply to Mr. Schurz’e address was 
made by Judge P, S. Grosscup of Chi­ 
cago, who spoke at great length. Judge 
Grosscup said in part: . 
*”£ am among those, Mr. President, 
who believe that the people of the 
United States can, w ithout breach of 
faith to the promises of our past or 
serious danger to the expectations of our 
future, hold permanently all or a por­ 
tion of the territory that has Uh*ii oc­ 
cupied by our troops during the prog­ 
ress of the war. I ani ready to go a step 
further and assert that the obligations 
of our duty toward mankind, and espe­ 
cially toward the particular peoples 
who have been drawn within the sphere 
of our operations and toward the future 
usefulness of ourselves, demand that 
we should hold permanently so much 
of these, the captures of the war, ai are 
needed to, round out the moral purposes 
for which it was inaugurated aud the 
greater destiny upon which as a na- I 
lion we art' about to enter. 
I challenge ! 
at the outset the statement so liberally 
indulged in by our opponents that in 
taking this stand the American people 
are moved by emotionalism or are de­ 
ceived by generalities. 
“ Wars are the thunderstorms of civ- j 
ii ira Mon. 
They never subside without j 
clearing the atmosphere of much of its 
sultriness. 
The one through which we 
are just passing seems to have envelop­ 
ed the people of America in a new at­ 
mosphere. 
We see more dearly than 
ever before the things that in this 
world can be called our own, and the 
things that stand apart from us—the 
posnessions of others; ourselves, aud 
our relations to the other nations of the 
world as distinct from ourselves. 
The 
air through which we look is dearer, 
oui vision longer, and the outlines of 
the future have taken on a distinctness 
that leaves us uo longer in doubt which 
way to take up our course. 
“ Four mouths ago the eyes of the na­ 
tion were habitually turned inwardly 


upon itself. 
The industries and com­ 
merce of this continent monopolized us. 
Our politics wats the politics of America 


j alone, running too frequently, particu- 
I larly in its financial and commercial 
phases, into a tiling apart from the cor­ 
responding systems of the world. 
It 
was, in my judgment, a providential 
hand, gloved in the smoke of battle, 
that led us out from these confining 
I boundaries to the mountain spur we 
now occupy. 
Ti^re is moral elevation 
I in a wide outlook. 
As a people we for 
the first time look clearly over the ew- 
! pires of the earth. Without the sacrifice 
of righteousness or of honor, but as the 


ministers of both, the invitation comes 
to take our share in the opportunities 
and responsibilities of this wider field. 
“ The immediate question, the one 
that by its solution will either bring us 
in or bar us out of this larger national 
sphere, relates to the permanent occu­ 
pation of our Spanish conquests. 
The 
true question is not whether Porto Rico, 
Hawaii aud the Philippines are intrin­ 
sically worth the responsibilities in­ 
curred by their occupation. 
The true 
question is not whether their commerce 
and resources will counterbalance the 
new dangers that their acquirement 
would Introduce iutabour political sys­ 
tem. 
For I see behind them in the 
horizon toward which we are headed, 
looming up from the Pacific, in moun­ 
tainous interest and opportunity, against 
which the outlines of the Philippines 
are but a hand speck, something more 
than islands—nothing else than a con­ 
tinent. 
W ithin Asia lies the interest 
and the opportunity that by its large­ 
ness dwarfs every other prospect. 
I fa­ 
vor the acquisition of Porto Rico partly 
because the moral purpose of this war 
demands that it should no longer be a 
political plague spot in the otherwise 
purified Caribbean sea, but chiefly be­ 
cause it is at the gateway to the Carib- I 
bean—a sea that when the commerce of I 
Asia is fully developed and the Nica- j 
ragua canal opened w ill from both ana- j 
val and commercial view become the 
most important water on the face of the 
globe. 
I favored the acquisition of Ha­ 
waii, and I favor the acquisition of the 
Philippines, or so much of them as may 
be needed, solely because in the new • 
career of commercial activity 
upon 
which I trust we are about to enter we 
need clear across the Pacific a line of 
naval stations and borne ports, stations 
in every sense our own, carrying under 
the soil the American title and over it 
the American flag. 
I favor the reten­ 
tion of the Philippines, or at least a 
part of them, that they may stand as a 
tangible continuing demonstration of 
the physical presence of the republic in 
Asiatic waters. The value of these con­ 
quests is not in their territory, nor 
their resources, separately considered, 
but in the fact that as an entirety they 
constitute a chain precisely adapted to 
the expanded sphere in which we are 
to enter. 
I care little for the links in­ 
dividually, but everything for the chain 
that will henceforth bold us to our op­ 
portunities in the far east. 
The new 
dominion that ftrom that quarter of the 
globe beckons us, though apparently 
commercial only, is infinitely greater 
than complete dominion over all the is­ 
lands of the sim. Indeed in any adequate 
view of our future these islands are bat 
stepping stones upon which American 
commercial and moral energy may for 
all time safely cross to the harvests of 
the orient “ 
After taking notice of two objections 
urged by opponents of annexation Judge 
Grosscup continued: 
“ I come now to w hat is in my judg­ 
ment the most interesting and impor­ 
tant object of our future foreign policy. 
I refer, of course, to the immediate fu­ 
ture of Asia. It is in that quarter that 
we will find a situation open to Ameri­ 
can enterprise, a commerce waiting for 
American venture, and eventually a 
people and institutions ready for a graft 
from the tree of Anglo-Saxon civil lib­ 
erty. Outside of those countries that are 
already European dependencies the pop-, 
ulation of Asia numbers already 400,- 
000,000 souls. They have up to the 
present time lived almost apart from 
mankind. 
The breaking of the seal 
upon their ports is to us of Europe and 
America the discovery of 
neat. In the nature of things great re­ 
sults must follow. The discovery of un­ 
peopled America broke up the deepest 
fountains of European life. 
The open­ 
ing of Africa, peopled only by savages, 
has stirred every corner of European 
enterprise. 
But here in the far east 
swinging inward are doors that will ad­ 
mit us to one-half of the desirable ter­ 
ritory and one-half of the population of 
the earth. 
It is a land without rail­ 
roads, without manufactories, without 
cities built on modern lines, without 
fields cultivated bv modern implements. 
It bids for every character of American 
enterprise. It lies under the temperate 
zone, the Only strip of our globe that 
insures health to men now alive and 
promises increasing vigor to men yet to 
come. 
Looked at from every material 
point of view, the invitation tendered is 
one that no enterprising people can 
afford to decline.

W A Y S O F T H E B L U E C R A B . 


Some of It* Peculiarities a* Observed at 
New York’s A quarium . 
While the blue crab is not commonly 
thought of as a swimmer and does in 
fact spend tile greater part of its time 
on the bottom, yet it can very easily 
sustain itself in the water and* swim at 
a very fair rate of speed. It sw ims end­ 
wise, and when swimming it carries 
one big claw' thrown forward and bent 
back at the middle joint, making a 
point projecting at that end of the 
body, while the other big claw trails 
straight out astern. If it changes direc­ 
tion, it crooks the claw it had been car­ 
rying straight and lets the other go 
free. If it sustains itself in the water 
without progressing, it carries its big 
claws in front of itself as it would nat­ 
urally do under ordinary circumstances 
on the bottom, but it has to keep its 
little claws in motion to sustain itself, 
and in swimming the little claws are 
kept actively at work. 
Besides making 
a good degree of progress through the 
water in swimming the blue crab can 
change its course or swim to a higher 
or lower level with facility. 
When 
frightened, the blue crab moves off side­ 
ways, but when moving about at home 
and undisturbed it may move straight 
forward. Its body may be inclined at 
any angle to the line of progress, hut 
its motion still be forward, the big 
claws carried crooked around in front. 
It may be seen moving thus in one of 
the larger tanks at the aquarium, in 
which there are blue crabs, lobsters and 
other things. The temperature of the 
water now just suits the crustaceans, 
and they are very lively. 
Blue crabs 
may be seen swimming here, and also 
walking about, stepping down from 
stones that are as high as they them­ 
selves are wide with perfect dignity, if 
not grace of manner, and walking or 
oarrying their claws before them.— 
New York Sun.

Mr. Challis said he thought it would 
be a hardship to shut the children in at 
9 o’clock on a summer evening, and Mr. 
Stewart remarked that he thought the 
law belonged to home, and he knew the 
present ordinance was not enforced. 
Mayor Bough replied there was no use 
trying to enforce the ordinance, as the 
hour was late enough for the children. 
Mr. Stewart again replied : “There 
would be some sense in taking them off 
the streets at a later hour, but earlier, 
none. You dare not enforce the ordi­ 
nance now, and if it cannot be enforced 
at IO o’clock it cannot be enforced at 9 
o’clock. 
We would be asked to make it 
8, aud so on until perhaps it would be 2 
o’clock in the afternoon.” 
Mayor Bough again remarked that 
10 o’clock was a very late hour, and 
Stewart replied : 
“I know it is,, but 
you have the ordinance now and chil­ 
dren are on the streets, but they are 
never arrested, and you are afraid to do 
it.” 
Mayor Bough remarked that the pres­ 
ent ordinance was not reasonable, and 
the hours should be 8 in winter and 9 in 
summer. 
Mr. Stewart said there were so many 
loopholes to get around the ordinance 
that it was no good and was only drawn 
up to make the people believe a member 
of council was good. 
Mayor Bough said it would be better 
to have such an ordinance as that one 
off the books, and Mr. Stewart closed 
the discussion bv saying: “ You don’t 
metui that and you know yon den t.”

Originally clock wheels were three 
feet in diameter. 
America practically supplies the whole 
world w ith clocks, nearly every civ ilized 
country im porting them. 
Railroad clocks aro usually provided 
w ith a com pensating arrangem ent of the 
jar to which they are exposed. 
Previous to tho setting up of a clock at 
Hampton court, England, in J540, no 
English cloak w ent accurately. 
The earliest com plete clock of which an 
accurate record exists was made in the 
thirteenth century by a Saracen mechanic. 
The first stroke of the hour in a striking 
clock is su p p o se to take place at exactly 
the sixtieth second of the sixtieth m inute. 
Tho W estm inster clock has been so re­ 
markably uniform thut for years the error 
has only reached three seconds on 3 per 
oonfc of the days of the year. 
Most of the internal part of watches and 
clocks, except tho pinions and actions, is 
usually made of brass, because of its duc­ 
tility at ordinary temperatures. 
Tho original intention in constructing 
clocks that would run eight days without 
w inding was to give the forgetful or ab­ 
sentm inded one day’s grace beyond the 
week. 
The first clock on tho stage that kept 
tim e was in tho W estminster hall scene in 
the second act of Gilbert and S u llivan ’s 
“ Iolanthe” at the Bijou theater in B os­ 
ton in 1883.

KLONDIKE GOLDFIELDS. 


Robert P. Porter, superintendent of 
census, in writing to the Philadelphia 
Inquirer, says this of Hon. R. W. Tay- 
ler: 
“Jn Washington I met the Hon. Rob­ 
ert W. Taylor, the member of congress 
from McKinley’s old district. 
Like his 
eminent successor Mr. Taylor is one of 
the straightest and strongest advocates 
of a protective tariff. 
He is, moreover, 
a student of economic questions, and as 
well equipped as any man I know in 
congress to discuss matters bearing on 
the fiscal policy of the country. 
Mr. 
Tayler told me of an interesting investi­ 
gation that he had been conducting dur­ 
ing the midsummer holidays for the 
Tariff League. 
It is the result of a com­ 
prehensive industrial census, comparing 
the industrial census existing in March, 
1895, and March, 1898. 
“The plan adopted for obtaining this 
information was the same as that pur­ 
sued by the Tariff League so success­ 
fully in 1890, when a comparison was 
made with 1892. 
At that time returns 
were received from 1388 employers of 
labor. 
In this examination we have 
2229 returns. 
In the former investiga­ 
tion it was found that there were 80 per 
cent fewer hands employed. In this in­ 
quiry 
exactly 
the opposite appears. 
Returns were received from forty-seven 
states and territories, from upward of 
two thousand concerns 
engaged 
in 
nearly a hundred different kinds of pro­ 
duction. 
The field covered is so wide 
and the facts have been so carefully 
gathered and consolidated that their 
meaning can be easily extracted. 
“This brief summarized statement 
tells the story most cogently and elo­ 
quently. 
“In March, 1895, when the Wilson 
tariff law was in full tide of successful 
operation, 2,229 establishments employed 
204,580 hands and paid them 17,079,328.84 
in wages. 
“In March, 1898, the same 2,229 estab 
lishments employed 269,329 hands and 
paid them $10,198,186.94. 
“Every report received bv the Tariff 
ieague is incorporated in this statement 
In some instances fewer hands were em 
1 
Ployed in 1898 than in 1896, but with 
rare exceptions the increase in both 
wages and employment was uniformly 
striking. After a few hundred reports 
bad been received, a general average 
coaid be made which would be strikingly 
and accurately verified by all subsequent 
returns. In other words, as the ratio of 
^crease in number of hands employed 
and amount of wages paid was constant 
throughout the returns after the first 
few hundred, it is apparent that a satis 
factory basis is furnished for broad gen 
eralization8. 
“It was found, as Mr. Tayler Informed 
®e, that it could be safely claimed that 
^ P*r cent more hands were employed 
in March, i«98, than in March, 1895, 
that these hands received at least 40 Der 
^ent more wages in 1898 than was paid 
to those employes in 1895, and that the 
Aerage amount paid each employe was 
n:0re than ten per cent higher.

All sorts of stories are brought out of 
the Klondike by all kinds and condi­ 
tions of men, the fortunate telling tales 
that put to shame the fabled luck of 
Aladdin, the disgruntled condemning 
the weary land as a disheartening fail­ 
ure. 
To get at the exact facts of the 
case from one who speaks with authori­ 
ty and out of a complete experience the 
New York Journal recently secured an 
interview with Colonel A. G. Bowie of 
California, now at the Waldorf-Astoria. 
Colonel Bowie is one of the foremost 
mining experts of America, and his 
work on drift gravel mining is recog­ 
nized as authoritative. Last summer he 
went to Dawson as the representative 
of a great syndicate, supposedly headed 
by James R. Keene and possibly in 
eluding United States Senator John P. 
Jones. He remained in the mining coun­ 
try all winter and left Dawson on June 
24. coming out byway of St. Michael’s. 
“ The Klondike is all right,” was 
Colonel Bowie’s first positive declara 
tion. 
‘‘The stories that it is a failure 
are as much meant to deceive as the 
dreamful fancies put forward some time 
ago in the effort to market all sorts of 
wildcat properties.” 
“ At what do you estimate this year’s 
product?” 
“ I should say from $7,000,000 to 
$9,000,000, though the truth will never 
be known on account of the efforts of 
the miners to dodge the payment of the 
IO per cent royalty charged by the 
Canadian government. 
I know of one 
case where the royalty was paid on 
$200,000 when the man got out with 
over $500,000, and another case of al­ 
most equal proportions and discrepau 
cies. Iii one instance a miner got clear 
to St. Michael s with his gold without 
paying the tax, but was nipped there 
aud frightened into paying, though he 
was clean away as soon as he reached 
American 
territory if 
he had 
but 
known it 
“ I think the Canadian government 
has collected about $250,000 iii royal­ 
ties, which would mean an output of 
$2,500,000; but I can locate about $5,- 
000,000, and feel certain that at least 
$7,000,000 aud not over $9,000,000 
will come out before the season closes. 
This, it must be remembered, represents 
the labor of only the 1,200 or 1,500 
men who could be kept at work during 
the winter, and even these could not be 
properly fed to do a day’s labor for a 
day’s pay. 
When you know that the 
police were on half aud three-quarter 
rations all winter, you may be certain 
that the men in the gulches had no 
food to spare. 
But I knoiV that, as far 
as the precious metal is concerned, the 
Klondike is all right When it is work­ 
ed on a business basis, it will be found 
to be the greatest gold discovery since 
California. 
But to get it on a business 
basis—there’s the rob. 
The two great problems are labor 
and supplies and as one in great meas­ 
ure depends on the other you might say 
the immediate future of the country de­ 
pends on the food supply. I should say 
that perhaps there are 2,000 claims in 
all the gold fields which, when their 
value is put on an honest business, 
could be worked at a reasonable profit 
with labor at $6 or $7 a day and sup­ 
plies at anything like fail prices, but 
with labor at $15 a day it is impossible 
to do anything except with the richest 
claims, lf a man thinks of investing in

Recent events have not tended to im ­ 
prove the relations which exist between 
England and Russia. 
There has been 
much hostile criticism , both written 
and spoken, of R ussia’s foreign policy 
and the methods by w hich her govern­ 
ment has pursued it. 
A representative 
of the London D aily N ew s called upon 
Dr. Markoff in order to learn how Rus­ 
sians regard this denunciation of their 
country. 
“ How, then, does Russian opinion 
regard Mr. Cham berlain’s 
latest pro­ 
gramme of foreign policy?” “ In Russia 
Mr. Cham berlain’s speeches are gener­ 
ally regarded as a bid for an alliance 
w ith Germany. 
How such an alliance 
would benefit England w e fail to see. 
Germany is England’s greatest commer­ 
cial competitor, and she has colonial 
ambitions w hich m ust inevitably clash 
w ith yours.” 
“ Then, from the Russian point of 
view an Anglo-German alliance would 
he regarded as strengthening the Ger­ 
man partner w ithout helping his Eng­ 
lish 
ally?” 
“ Certainly. 
That Ger­ 
many should welcom e such an alliance 
is not surprising. 
The triple alliance 
is now in a very rusty condition aud 
w ill 
hardly 
stand any 
considerable 
shock. Germany alone exists as a great 
power by her ability to excite quarrels 
between England aud Russia. 
If once 
Russia and England were to come to an 
W|U 
understanding, Germany 
would sink 
into com parative 
insignificance as a 
European power. 
“ Two instances from recent events 
supply admirable exam ples of Ger­ 
m any’s power aud weakness. 
After the 
Germans seized K iao Chou, in order to 
transfer European attention from that 
violation of the status quo, they set to 
work to excite English and Russian 
jealousies. By a bint to Russia that un­ 
less she occupied Port Arthur England 
would do so they succeeded in forcing 
Russia’s band. 
The stratagem succeed­ 
ed admirably. 
Ill feeling was roused 
both in England and Russia, w hile Ger­ 
many posed as the friend of both na­ 
tions. 
By acting the same part the 
kaiser was for a long tim e able to block 
all effective action in the near east. 
But us ■non us Russia and England 
came to an agreement oil the question 
of tho government of Crete Germany 
had to capitulate. 
“ There is a grow ing feeling of irrita­ 
tion in Russia against Germany. There 
arc numerous danger points in the re­ 
lations of the two countries. 
They 
range aerose two continents. 
We were 
riot 
pleased at Germany's action in 
precipitating events in China. 
German 
policy bas persistently but indirectly 
opposed Russian ai ma In Turkey. 
Tho 
recent revolt in Russian Central Asia 
is attributed if not to the direct at least 
to the indirect influence of Germany at 
Constantinople. 
Nor do we look w ith 
favor upon the kaiser's visit to the Holy 
Land. 
Russia is very sensitive about 
tho holy places. We also do not, approve 
of German activity in A sia Minor gen­ 
erally, and the proposed German rail­ 
way from Jaffa to tho Persian gulf in 
particular. 
Russia regards Asia Minor 
as w ithin hor sphere of influence. Then 
again 
in Austria German influences 
have been decidedly anti-Slavic. 
These 
questions w ill 
make 
it increasingly 
difficult for Germany to pose as Rus­ 
sia's friend w hile at the same tim e 
working for her own ends. No doubt an 
alliance or understanding w ith Eng­ 
land would suit Germany admirably, 
but except as a provocation to Russia it 
is difficult lo see how it would serve 
English interests.” 
“ In what light is the growing gpod 
w ill between England aud America re­ 
garded in Russia?” 
“ Russia and the 
United States have alw ays been on 
friendly terms. 
An understanding be 
tween England and the United States 
m ight conceivably bring about a better 
feeling between England and Russia. 
Stranger things have happened. 
Kus- 
than disapproval of America’s action iu 
the present war has bceu greatly exag­ 
gerated. T heN ovosti does not speak for 
the Russian government, which is in 
reality friendly to America, lf Spanish 
statesmen are com forting them selves 
w ith the hope that Russia w ill inter­ 
fere to save them, they w ill be rudely 
awakened. 
The Russian government 
has no intention whatever of iuterfer 
ing in the Spanish-American war. W ith 
regard to the Philippines, Russia would 
look w ith equanim ity upon their ac­ 
quisition by the United States. 
Pro­ 
vided they are no longer to remain | 
Spanish, there is no nation we would 
rather see take them than the United 
i gtaten 
That would at any rate remove 
1 the danger of the Philippines falling 


I into the hands of Japau* Germany cr 
I England. 
If Germany protests against 
i the action of the United States in the 
i far east, she will not be supported by 
R ussia.” 


W a s h in g t o n , Aug. 2 4 .—The disposal 
of the large fleet of auxiliary cruisers 
naval craft, about IOO in all, including 
a number of large ocean-going mer­ 
chantmen, winch have been improvised 
into cruisers, colliers, etc,, w ill betaken 
lip at the navy d e tr im e n t today bv a 
hpecial board of naval officers, being 
Captain Clark of the battleship Oregon, 
who may not be present as he is on 
leave. Captain H igginson of the battle­ 
ship M assachusetts, Captain Chadwick 
of the cruiser N ew York, Civil Engi­ 
neer Andraue, w ho inspected the ships 
at Santiago, aud N aval Constructor 
Tawresey. 
The fleet includes 38 cruisers and 
large yachts. 
This fleet cost many m il­ 
lions of dollars. 
The board w ill determine what ves­ 
sels should be retained, as many of those 
on hand are serviceable as colliers, sup­ 
ply, ambulance or 
distilling 
ships. 
Those to be sold w ill be appraised, aud 
the navy department w ill then adver­ 
tise tor bids tor the ships not wanted. 
There is some cariosity as to the 
am ounts w hich w ill be offered for these 
vessels. 
W hen they were bought the 
urgent needs of the governm ent com­ 
pelled the paym ent of prices which, in 
some cases, were regarded as “fancy.” 
Doubts are expressed in naval circles 
w hether these same “fancy” prices w ill 
prevail w nen the offers to the govern­ 
m ent are made.
